Scanlon TV Center, 8104-National, West Allis, 
Wisconsin, and Scanlon Radio and Music, 707 West Wisconsin 
Avenue, Milwaukee, were filed:as involuntary bankrupt by 
three creditors on October 10, 1958. Creditors being 
suspicious of this company's activities, hired private 
detectives to follow various trucks which were leaving these 
companies and going out of state. 


RUSHUS WILLIAMS, also known as BOB WILLIAMS, 
advised he hauled loads from West Allis, Wisconsin, to’ ~ 
Detroit, arriving at about 7:00 a.m. October 10 and 11, 1958. 
WILLIAMS advised he was met at Route 12 on Livernois Avenue, 
Detroit, by an individual driving a metallic green Mercury, 
about a 1946 model. WILLIAMS stated he then followed the 
Mercury to the end of the expressway and turned left and 
travelled irregular routes a distance of four to six miles 
to a Shell Service Station where he backed up to a brown 
Fruehauf Trailer into which the merchandise was transferred. 
WILLIAMS stated the Shell Service Station address was unknown , 
but it is located on a corner,and a lot adjacent to this ' 
station were parked between eight and twelve semi-trailers. 
He advised that kitty-corner from the station was a large 
factory-type building, and one of the other corners was 
occupied by a large building. The remaining corner was 
vacant. WILLIAMS advised he had no record regarding the 
loads transported to Detroit,

The photographs are not of each and every box of 
merchandise but generally show the volume of the merchandise in 
the warehouse.
